Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 42-62 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose or make obvious the claimed exception rule generation procedure wherein a count of the 
number of time per session that particular messages having a plurality of hierarchically related 
URL components are rejected based upon a rejection rule at an intermediary device. The counts 
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are compared to a threshold, and if a particular count exceeds the threshold, an exception rule is 
generated for that particular rejection rule. The generated exception rule allows messages with 
the plurality of hierarchically related URL components, which were previously rejected.
